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GERMANS VICTOR 
IN HUGE BATTLE 


Five Days’ Fight Breaks Line n 
Roumania and Wins Im- 
portant Town. 


LONDON, Dec. 27.—The violent strug- 
gle that has been raging for five days 
on the southern Moldavian frontier end- 
ed today in a German victory. Smash- 
ing through the Russian lines on a front 
of ten miles, the Ninth army swept for- 
ward into the important town of Rimnik- 
Sarat. 

Meanwhile the Danube army broke the 
enemy’s resistance along the Buzeu- 
Braila road and captured several strong- 
ly fortified villages southwest of Braila. 

The tenacious resistance of the czar's 
troops cost them. nearly 9,000 prisoners 
during the first days, the greater hum- 
ber of whom fell into the hands of the 
Ninth army. The Germans also cap- 
tured twenty-seven machine guns. 


Russia Admits Losses. 

The loss of ground on the upper Ram- 
nicu river is admitted tonight by Petra- 
grad, which states that Russian cavalry 
are working in conjunction with Rou- 
manian infantry in that sector. 

Petrograd likewise admits the further 
retirement of the Russian forces de- 
fending the Ramnicu-Sarat road, though 
there is no mention of the capture of 
the village. 

In the Dobrudja the Teuton forces 
continue to hammer at the Russian de- 
fenses along the lower Danube. 


Battle for Danube Bridge. 

Progress has been made with the Ger- 
man attack against the Matchin bridge 
head. Matchin is on the right bank of 
the river opposite, but four miles dis- 
tant from Braila, the great Roumanian 
granary. This movement alms at the 
flanking of the position from the east, 
while’the Danube army assails it from 
the south and west.

the key points on the south of the

BERLIN FORESEES DEFEAT. 

The emperor continues: 

“Germany is feeling that her com- 
plete defeat is near and near also is 
the hour of retribution for all her 
wrongdoings and violations of the 
moral law. As in the time of her 
strength she declared war, so now 
feeling her weakness she suddenly of- 
fers to enter upon peace negotiations, 


before her military talent is exhausted.

modern warfare.” | 


ALLIES SHOULD SAY WHEN. 

Arguing that the allies are entitled 
to choose a favorable hour for peace 
negotiations, just as Germany chose a 
favorable hour for declaring war, the 
order says: 

‘This time has not yet arrived. The 
enemy has not oeen driven out of the 
provinces he has oecupied. Russia's at- 
tainment of the tasks created by the 
wwar—regafding Constantinople and the 
Dardanelles as well as the creation of 
a free Peland from all three of her 
now incompiete tribal districts—has not 
yet been guaranteed. To conclude peace 
at this moment would mean failure to 
utilize the fruits of the untold trials of 
the heroic Russian troops and fleet.

Germany feels that the conference 
suggested by it first should be com- 
posed of delegates from the belliger- 
ent countries, whose duty it would 
be to settle territorial terms. Once 
these terms are agreed upon repre- 
sentatives of the neutrals should be 
called in to participate in considera- 
tion of the questions of guarantees 
for the future, in which neutrals are 
as vitally concerned as beiligerents. 

These guarantees, in the German 
view, necessarily would have to do 
with the freedom of the seas, lim- 
ted disarmament, formation of a world 
league of nations to enforce peace, and 
establishment of an _ .-internationa) 
court of arbitration. 


HOPE FOR ENTENTE REPLY. 

President Wilson and Secretary Lan- 
sing are seeking some plan whereby a 
reasonably satisfactory reply may be 
obtained from the allies. The evolution 
in their 
opinion, might save the day and bring 
to pass the desired peace conference. 

It was with this aim in view that the 
president and Mr. Lansing discussed 
the situation for an hour at the White 
House this afternoon. It was evidently 
their belief that if the entente powers 
could be advised confidentially or other. 
wise of Germany's peace terms, even in 
the most general manner, the basis for 
obtaining similar data from the allies 
could be advanced if not made certain. 


CONFERENCE ONLY HOPE. 

Secretary Lansing laid before the 
president tho substance of numerous 
conversations Le has had during the 
last few days with neutral ministers« 
and also suggestions brought forward 
by representatives of Latin American 


countries. 
Full information on all other recent 
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features of the situation was present 
ed by the secretary of state. 

If the belligerent nations of Europe 
get together around a table the world 
will see un early peace. Until that is 
done there will be no peace. 

This statement was made to THE 
TrinuNe tonight by one of the leading 
neutra! diplomats: 

“It is idle to talk about publishing 
peace terms. Both sides must continue 
to make maximum demands in public. 
Unless they do so they virtually are 
certain to lose the support of their own 
people. ; 

“With the biggest of the big men of 
euch warring nation, or at least big 
representatives of all the leading na- 
tions, wathered together in one room 
results would be certain to follow. I 


‘um convinced this is the one sure way 


to bring the terrible conflict to a close 
with honor to both sides and with ab- 
solute guarantee for a permanent 


peace. 
HANDICAP TO ENTENTE. 
“Of course the entente group is in 
an embarrassing position. For two 
years the allies’ leading officials 
have been proclaiming that the enemy 
must be crushed. The enemy has not 
been crushed and there appears to be 


little prospect of that for years to 
- come. 


“While allied officials continue to 
declare that the central powers are 
on the verge of collapse, occasionally 
the press reports contain statements 
which amount to surprising admissions 
of failure on the part of the entente to 
accomplish any of the major objects— 
eside from having driven German and 
Austrian commerce from. the seas—for 
which they are supposed to be fighting. 

“Tf, as charged by entente officials, 
Germany started the war with a view 
to securing world dominion, the cause 
of the central powers also is hopeless. 
There is not the slightest chance that 
the central powers can accomplish such 
an object, assuming that they had hoped 
to do s0. 

“In view of these facts, furnishing 
each side an excuse for claiming before 
their people to have defeated the ob- 
jects of the other, it would seem that 
the time is propitious for a peace con- 
ference. It is with these facts in view 


that I am so confident a conference of | 


great big men, representing both sides, 
would certainly result in the negotiation 
of a satisfactory peace agreement.” 


FUTURE MOVE IN DOUBT. 

Just what the United States could do 
toward bridging the gulf in case the 
allies hold to their opposition to a con- 
‘terence is the subject of serious discus- 
sion among officials, but no concrete pro- 
posal has been advanced. 

It is said officially that it even has 
not been decided whether this country 
will send on to the entente the Teutonic 
reply to the president’s note, as em-~- 
bodying a new suggestion, or whether 
its mere publication here would be con- 
sidered sufficient. 

That the allies will declare that there 
must be a military solution to the war, 
both in their note to the president and 
in their reply to the central powers, was 
the growing belief here today. 

Keen interest was manifested today in 
the Amsterdam report that Spain will 
immediately invite the belligerent na- 
tions to Madrid for a conference. Spain 


‘has not followed the example of Switzer- 


land and Sweden in supporting the note 
gent to the warring nations by President 
Wilson. 

= Should the Spanish government be the 
firat to invite the belligerents to a 


 gonference at her capital it was de- 


“clared today that the Spanish sovereign 
would have taken the most practical 
step yet made in the general efforts of 


neutrals to bring the two sides together. 


DRAW REPLY TO BERLIN. 

LONDON, Dec. 21.—England: and 
France have agreed upon the terms of. 
the reply to be made to the peace pro- 
posals of the Teutonic allies, the Asso- 
ciated Press learned at the foreign office 
today. It is hoped here that the answer 
may be dispatched by the end of this 
week, but other nations of the entente, 
although agreed in principle, may re- 
quire verbal. alterations which would 
necessitate f:—ther delay. 

it is expected that, once this reply has 
been forwarded, the response to Presi- 
cent Wilson's note will follow shortly. 

ltussia’s reply to the German peace 
proposals was telegraphed on Monday to 
the French government, says a Reuter 
dispatch from Petrograd. It adds that 
the Swiss minister has handed to the 
}Zussian foreign minister the note of the 
Swiss government supporting President 


Ss ilson’s note. 


Draft Reply in Paris. 

The reply to the Germanic proposal 
Was prepared in Paris and now is the 
subject of discussion between the va- 
rious ministers. 

Those participating in the discussion 
speak of the difficulty of expressing the 
seneral purposes in concrete form, so 
that the reply may be definitely respon- 
sive and at. the same time convey to 
1eutral countries an ‘adequate idea of 
the aims and purposes for which the en- 
tenmte cliies are contending. ‘ 

The reason for not stating the specific 
terms is said here to be that the terms 
ot the allies largely depend upon the 
extent of the sailitary victory which 
ihey confidently expect, and that any 
statement of terms now would be upon 
the existing military and territorial sit- 
uation, which the German imperial chan- 
cellor. Dr. von 9 Bethmann-Hollweg 
claimed was based on a German victory. 
‘Therefore it is held that Germany is in 
# position to state her terms, whereas 
the entente terms become definite when 
military successes have been achieved. 


Better View cn President. 

There are evidences that a better feel- 
ing is strug_ling toward the light in 
reeard to the president’s note. In first 
jiush. of its appecrance it aroused re- 
sentment everywhere because it was sus- 
pected of bcing directly or indirectly a 
part of Germany's peace move which, 
of itself, was k “:ed upon with natural 
distrust. 

But dispatches from Washington tend- 
ed to dissipate the notion that there was 
any but any accidental connection be- 
tween the two documents.

The Post, asserting that Germany re- 
gards President Wilson's note as @n in- 
étrument fashioned to servé her inter- 
ests, says, Germany has seized the occa- 
sion with the desperate eagerness of a 
drowning man catching at a straw. Re- 
jecting all ideas of a conference, the 
Post says: 

“It is perfectly evident that tf a dis- 
cussion were once begun the war could 
not possibly be resumed. The long gath- 
ering momentum of the allies, once. 
checked, could not be recovered."’ 


Says Germany Dreads Future | 
The Daily Telegraph thinks the reply 
marks a new and significant step in the 
game of desperation forced upon the 
central powers by their well justified 
dread of what the immediate future 
hoids for them. 

The Daily News says: 

“The failure to meet President Wil- 
son on a common ground cannot be 
ascribed to obtuseness. Germany’s af- 
fectation of misunderstanding will mis- 
lead nobody.” 

The Daily Chonicle says: 

“The point on which most stress is 
laid in President Wilson’s note is en- 
tirely ignored in the German reply. For 
all its studied politeness, there is im- 
plied therein the rejection in advance 
of any offer of mediation by America.” 


Berlin Press View. 
BERLIN, Dec. 27, via London, Dec. 
28, 5:10 a. m.—The promptness with 
which Germany replied to President Wil- 
son’s note is emphasized in the com- 
ments of the Berlin newspapers. The 
Morgen Post says that Germany’s speedy 
answer should show President Wilson 
that his note was appreciated “ accord- 
ing to its merits.’’ 

The Boursen Zeitung, Tageblatt, and 
Voerwaerts also call attention to the 
quickness of the German response as a 
favorable ®actor in contrast with the 
delay of the entente. 

The Tageblatt speaks of the “‘ warmth 
and clearness’ in the wording of Ger- 
many’s answer and thinks that the en- 
tente governments, in view of the strong 
language used by all their prime min- 
isters, will need considerable time to 
find a satisfactory reply to America 
which will throw upon the central pow- 
ers the odium of hindering peace. 


No Optimistic Conclusions. 

“The papers, however, do not reach 
optimiste conclusions based on the ex- 
change of notes.

Destruction Is Widespread. 

The Roumanian commission resolved 
to destroy the subterranean plants in 
case the central powers invaded the oil 
district, so that the enemy should not 
get the oil at once. 
however, was not meant to be so com- 
pleje as to make exploitation altogether 
impossible. 

When the central powers came much 
quicker than was expected the commis- 
sion, under the directorship of the Brit- 
ish military attache, named Thompson, 
completely destroyed the daylight and 
subterranean piants. 

That exploitation is at a standstill is 
due not only to the fact the boring holes 
were wrecked, but that all the taniks, 
magazines, and offices were destroyed, 
and even the books burned. Some plants, 
such as the International Roumanian, 
were saved, owing to the rapid advance 
of the central powers.

'CARREL TREATMENT OF IN-

Kansas went “dry” {mn 1880, so that 
prohibition has had a thorough trial 
there. Yet Kansas, as shown by the 
latest federal census, had 172.3 insane 
persons tn ite asylums per 100,000 Inhab- 
itants, as compared with 167.66 per 100,- 
G00 in the great whiskey state of Indl- 
ana and 155.)7 in the great whiskey 
state of Kentucky. Kansas also fallg 
far “behind Texas and other representa- 
tive Hcense states. Kansas in 1910 had 
43.49 paupers per 100.000 of population, 
as compared with 22.15 in “ wet” Texas 
and 33.18 in “‘ wet’ Minnesota. 

Kansas had 11.26 murders per 100,006 
of populktion, a worse showing than 
that made by nineteen other at that 
time license states, only three of which 
have since closed thelr saloons. Penn- 
sylvania. one of the “ wettest ” states in 
the union, had only 699 murders per 
100,000.

Eckhart regretted that Capt. Steever’s 
duties Would extend over the territory 
of the céntral department of the army} 
instead of in Chicago alone. | 
"We wanted Capt. Steever to be in 
personal charge of the work in Chi- 
cago,”’ said Mr. Eckhart, “and we hope 
that he will be able to devote his en- 
tire time here. The plan as announced 
from Washington seems to be a good 
one. Our only objection is that Capt. 
Steever will have his headquarters at 
Culver, Ind.” 

It is expected that practically all of 
Capt. Steever’s personal work will be 
in Chicago, where the training will be 
on a larger scale than in any other com- 
munity. 

“When the commission meets,” said 
Mr. Shoop, “I shall present a number 
of outlines for an extefded military 
course which have been prepared by 
military men. I should like to see a 
military instructor in every large high 
achool.

Resources of National Banks 
Run Above Combined Totals 
of Foreign institutioas. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 27.—Resources 
of national banks of the United States, 
Controller Williams announced tonight, 
have increased more than $4.0%),000,000 
during the last two years, and now ag- 
gresate $15.520,000,000, exceeding by 
about $1,000,000,000 the combined total 
resources of the Bank of England, the 
Bank of France, the Bank of [ussla, 
the German Reichsbank, the Bank of 
Italy. the Bank of Spain, the Bank of 
the Netherlands, the Bank of Denmark, 
the Swiss Nationa] bank, and the Im- 
perial Bank of Japan. 


Rate of Increase Leaps Up. 

In a statement based on returns from 
the last bank call, Nov. 17, the con- 
troller calls attention to the fact that 
the increase has been at the rate of 
approximately 18 per cent a year during 
the last two years, as compared with 6 
per cent a year for the ten year period 
from 1904 to 1914, and that the total re- 
sources are at present more than double 
whet they were ten years ago.

From several years of observation the 
conclusion this observer makes is that 
the retail trade in fish is the most 
touchy of the food trades.

The undoubted reason for this is that 
the dealer has a great deal to discour- 
age him. It is a bitter thing to see 
your money invested im a food about 
which people are so capricious and un- 
informed, He is not enthusiastic about 
the great work the government is do- 
ing to introduce new food fishes be- 
cause, as one man high in the business 
said, “He has been there before.” 
“Got enough to handle now, and I 
don’t want to know anything about it,” 
said a dealer, who handles his business 
in an efficient and attractive way, of 
the grayfish. ‘We got tile fish @ year 
and a half ago and we have to beg 
people to buy it.” - 
Isn’t it a queer thing that halibut 
at 25 cents a pound sells steadily, while 
tile fish at 15 must be kept frozen if 
it be handled at all without being a 
total loss?
